WE can imagine that the instant Mr. Liston’s name appears in the 
bills, the treasurer begins (yes, degins the season) to rab his hands, 
and smile—places, long vacant, are taken—coffers, long empty, are 
shortly to be filled. It is curious to observe the attraction of indi- 
vidual names—how fond the public is of an idol, and for its amuse- 
ment it isno unsatisfactory plan to have one. It is not, perhaps, 
that Mr. Liston’s JMJaw-worm, and Lubin Log, however excellent, 
would suffice to draw such a house as graced the walls of this Theatre 
last night, were it not for the remembrance of a thousand other face- 
tious images, which float befure us the moment we perceive his comi- 
cal face ; his presence is a cue for a laugh, the play could not go on 
without it ;—this is most satisfactery, for it saves criticism—peo- 
ple are wise enough to enjoy themselves, and critics are kind enough 
to allow them to do it in peace. Dowton's Dr, Cantwell rauks first in 
effect after Mr. Listou’s Maw-worm ; but both shall not prevent our 
doing the justice of praising Miss E. Teee’s Charlotte, and Mrs. Har- 
lowe’s Old Lady Lambert. Wallack’s Colonel Lambert, and Hooper’s 
Darnley, were respectable. We have very recently noticed the after- 
piece, Love, Law, and Physic. Mr. Liston was encored in the ser- 
mon, and Harley in his “ Humours of a Play-house.” 


The Pantomimes are now in a state of active preparation at the se- 
veral Theatres. Those of Drury Lane, and the Adelphi, are evidently 
manufactured from the same story, The Mdventuresof Daniel Rourke, 
and both include a‘Irip tothe Moon.

Barnett ; and much scenery bas been prepared by Messrs. Stanfield & 
Marinari. Covent Garden has again the story of Mother Shipton— 
The scene is Jaid in Scotland. The programme has been furnished by 
a distinguished dramatist, and is to be prodaced under the direction 
of Farley, aided by Ellar, Barnes, E. Parsioe, yquog Grimaldi, and 
Miss Romer.
